6th — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  contract  with  the  Frank- 
lin Gas  and  Electric  Light  Company  for  lighting  the  streets 
with  electric  lights  for  a  term   of  vears    not  exceeding  ten,  and 
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authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  such  contract  with  said 
company. 

7th — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  lighting  the  streets. 

Sth — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  stone  crusher 
machine  avd  the  power  and  machinery  necessary  to  operate  the 
same  ;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate   money  therefor. 

9th — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  em- 
ploying a  night  watch. 

loth — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  firemen's  uniforms. 

nth — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  decorating  soldiers'  graves. 

1 2th — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
soldiers'  monument  or  Memorial  Hall. 

13th — To  see  if  the  town  will   vote  to  sell  the  Town  Farm. 

14th — To  see  if  the  town  will  rescind  the  vote  passed  last 
year  "to  discontinue  further  payment  for  the  use  of  Jonas  B. 
Aiken's  road  alongside  of  Webster  Lake." 

15th — To  see  if  the  town  will  elect  an  agent  to  enforce,  at 
the  expense  of  the  town,  the  law  against  the  illegal  sale  of 
spirituous  liquor,  and  instruct  said  agent  to  make  a  report  of 
his  doings  in  the  next  town  report. 

i6th — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  fix,  by  suitable  boundaries,  a  village  fire  district,  including 
such  village  and  such  parts  of  the  town  or  towns  adjacent  as 
may  seem  to  them  convenient,  and  make  a  record  thereof, 

17th — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road  from 
the  north  end  of  the  house  of  H.  F.  Giles,  formerly  known  as 
the  A.  G.  Morrison  house,  extending  northerly  to  the  Sanborn- 
ton  town  line  and  the  Pemigewasset  river. 

I  Sth — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  highway  tax  in 
money,  unless  worked  prior  to  July  ist. 

19th — To  see  if  the  town,  upon  the  application  of  W.  F. 
Daniell,  for  himself  and  associates,  will  vote  to  exempt  from 
taxation  for  ten    years  any  manufacturing  establishment  which 
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mav  be  erected  by  them  in  the  town  of  Franklin  upon  the  dam 
next  below  the  brick  pulp  mill  on  the  Winnipiseogee  River  for 
the  manufacture  of  paper  pulp  and  such  other  goods  as  may  be 
manufactured  therefrom,  and  the  machinery  and  capital  neces- 
sary to  operate  the  same,  provided  that  such  establishment  shall 
give  employment  therein  on  the  average  ot  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  persons. 

20th — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  the  Mayo  Knit- 
ting Machine  Company  from  taxation  for  the  term  of  ten  years, 
on  all  machinery,  tools,  stock,  and  the  capital  used  in  operating 
the  same  that  the}'  may  put  in  operation  for  the  manufacture  of 
fabrics  of  cotton,  wool,  wood,  iron,  or  any  other  material ;  and 
on  any  building  that  may  be  erected  by  them  or  by  any  other 
party  for  their  use  and  occupied  by  them. 

2 1st — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  system  of 
waterworks  for  the  protection  of  the  property  ot  its  citizens 
against  fii"e,  and  for  domestic  and  other  uses  ;  and  what  sum  of 
money  it  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  therefor  ;  and  what 
portion  thereof  it  will  vote  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  town. 

2  2d — To  see  what  amount  of  the  capital  stock  or  bonds  of 
the  Franklin  Water  Company  the  town  will  vote  to  take  or 
subscribe  for  ;  and  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  therefor  ;  and  what  portion  thereof  it  will 
vote  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  town. 

23d — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  pay 
annually  for  a  term  of  years  to  the  Franklin  Water  Company 
or  any  other  persons  or  corporation  who  shall  construct  a  system 
of  water  works  in  town  for  supplying  water  sufficient  for 
hydrants,  for  fire  purposes  and  for  all  other  public  uses  ;  and  what 
sum  of  money    it  will  vote  to  raise  and    appropriate  therefor. 

24th — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.
